FIELD  TRIPS  FOR  MARCH 

On  Sunday,  March  12,  to  San  Andrea  and  Crystal  Springs  Reser- 
voirs, San  Mateo  County.  This  area  has  a variety  of  habitats  including 
dense  oak-laurel-madrone  forest  with  some  Douglas  fir,  areas  of 
broken  woodland,  various  chaparral  types,  grassland,  and  two  large 
lakes  where  Ospreys  and  Bald  Eagles  have  stopped  in  migration.  There 
should  be  a fair  number  of  waterfowl,  including  Redheads,  Ring-necked 
Ducks,  and  Common  Hooded  Mergansers.  Among  the  summer  resident 
land  birds,  several  of  the  swallows  and  other  early  arrivals  can  be 
expected.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  San  Francisco  Water  Dept, 
we  can  drive  into  the  main  reservoir  grounds.  A pleasant  hike  over 
Sawyer  Ridge  to  Pilarcitos  Lake  is  possible.  Meet  at  9:00  a.  m.  , at 
El  Camino  Real  and  Millbrae  Avenue,  in  Millbrae.  Bring  binoculars, 
telescope,  lunch  and  interested  friends.  Leader,  Thomas  A.  Oczkewecz, 
LO  4-2833. 

On  Tuesday,  March  14  to  Golden  Gate  Park  and  Chain  of  Lakes. 
This  is  an  old  favorite  because  it  has  produced  many  surprises.  Green

On  Saturday,  April  1,  a "Birding  by  Ear"  study  will  be  made, 
on  the  McDonald  Trail  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,  which  proved  to 
be  very  interesting  last  year.  A good  concentration  of  birds  can  be 
expected  in  the  heavy  growth  of  trees  and  underbrush.  Best  results 
are  obtained  by  assemblying  before  daybreak.
